Under  the  able  coaching  reins  of  Joseph 
Bogusz,  B.H.S.’s  varsity  gridiron  aggregation 
terminated  the  1956  season  with  a  vastly  im¬ 
proved  6-2-1  record.  Sparked  by  John  Elston, 
Bill  Tully,  and  Jack  Panico  in  the  backfield,  and 
by  Ralph  Rizzolo,  Len  Mattson,  Fred  Celluro 
and  Jerry  Rosamilia  on  defense,  the  Bengal 
eleven  opened  the  ’56  schedule  with  a  14-7 
victory  over  Seton  Hall  on  September  22.  After 
trouncing  Belleville,  21-6,  the  Boguszmen  were 
handed  their  first  loss  by  top-rated  Clifton  High, 
to  the  tune  of  40-0.  However,  the  Red  and 
Grey  gridsters  came  back  the  following  week  to 
wallop  Eastside  Paterson,  51-0,  followed  the 
victory  up  by  whipping  Kearny,  27-6,  and 
rounded  out  the  month  of  October  with  a  14-14 
deadlock  with  West  Orange.  The  Tiger  eleven 
edged  Irvington  by  a  single  TD,  18-12,  and 
whipped  N  utley,  25-6,  on  the  first  two  Satur¬ 
day's  of  November.  Traveling  to  Montclair  for 
the  annual  Thanksgiving  Day  contest,  the  em¬ 
battled  Bengals  could  do  no  better  than  score 
one  touchdown  against  the  Mounties  in  the 
final  two  seconds  of  the  game,  when  Jack  Panico 
tossed  a  nine  yard  aerial  to  Tom  Clancy,  stand¬ 
ing  alone  in  the  end  zone.  Panico  also  con¬ 
verted  the  ball  and  the  Bengals  took  a  33-7 
loss  at  the  hands  of  the  Blue  and  White. 


Seven  seniors,  averaging  176  pounds  in 
weight,  comprised  the  first  string  line  of  Bloom- 
field’s  1956  football  squad.  Tom  Clancy  and  Al 
Glatz,  two  170  lb.,  6'1"  ends,  snared  many  an 
errant  pass  and  were  standouts  on  defensive  as 
well  as  offensive  play.  Co-captains  Jim  Bodine 
and  Pete  Modrow  strengthened  the  Bengal  line 
in  the  offensive  and  defensive  tackle  slots,  while 
Ralph  “The  Baron”  Rizzolo,  a  6',  190  lb.  defen¬ 
sive  tackle,  received  the  teams  “Most  Improved 
Player”  award.  Ed  Stier  and  George  Ross  pro¬ 
vided  strength  at  guard,  with  Fred  Donnelly 
and  junior  Fred  Celluro  forming  additional 
depth.  Pete  Holsten,  junior  Al  Weber,  Bill  Tuffly, 
and  Celluro  bolstered  the  squad  as  defensive 
line-backers.  Howie  Rodham  rounded  out  the 
line  as  middleman,  also  drawing  attention  with 
his  many  tackles. 

Junior  Tony  Pascal  and  senior  Len  Matt¬ 
son  quarterbacked  Coach  Bogusz’s  split-T  for¬ 
mation,  with  Pascal  excelling  in  running  and 
passing  and  Mattson  astounding  Foley  Field 
spectators  with  his  remarkable  speed.  The  Ben¬ 
gal  backfield  was  sparked  by  Jack  Panico  s  and 
Bill  Tully  s  scoring,  with  Tully  leading  the  way 
with  48  points.  Tully,  a  fullback,  was  recipient 
of  the  “Most  Valuable”  award.

Concluding  the  most  fabulous  basketball 
season  in  the  schools  history,  B.H.S.s  1956-57 
court  combine,  coached  for  the  tenth  year  by 
George  Celia,  created  a  new  school  record  by 
winning  26  consecutive  games  and  copping  the 
Big  Ten  Conference,  the  Essex  County  and  the 
Group  IV  state  basketball  championships.  The 
Bengals  clinched  the  Big  Ten  title  with  a  9-0 
record  in  conference  competition  and  garnered 
the  Essex  County  crown  after  being  seeded 
number  one  in  the  eleventh  annual  tourney. 

Playing  in  the  39th  annual  NJSIAA  tourna¬ 
ment,  the  Cellamen  copped  the  North  Jersey, 
Section  2  title  after  easily  whipping  Weequahic 
and  East  Orange  High  Schools.  The  Bengals 
made  short  order  of  Bayonne  in  the  Group  IV 
semi-final,  67-56,  and  traveled  to  Princeton  Uni¬ 


versity  for  the  championship  contest  with  Tren¬ 
ton,  outplaying  the  Capital  City  five,  51-47  for 
the  Group  IV  state  crown. 

Only  the  1918  Bengal  team,  sparked  by 
George  Buttinghausen,  approached  the  success 
of  the  *57  squad.  In  that  year  the  Bengals  swept 
to  18  regular  and  six  post-season  wins  for  a  24- 
game  victory  skein,  while  the  1957  team  won 
18  regular  and  seven-post  season  contests.  The 
only  other  Bloomfield  team  to  win  the  county 
title  was  the  1949  squad  while  the  Bengals 
garnered  the  Group  IV  championship  in  1953 
and  1937. 

Coach  George  Celia  s  cage  squad  provided 
Bloomfield  fans  with  innumerable  thrillers 
throughout  the  ’56-’57  season.  Mai  Abernathy 
clinched  the  county  championship  for  the

Bengals  when  he  sank  the  layup  with  nine  sec¬ 
onds  remaining  in  the  final  with  St.  Benedict  s, 
which  Bloomfield  won,  57-55.  The  Cellamen 
registered  two  wins  over  Montclair,  the  first 
Bengal  team  to  beat  the  Mounties  since  1951 
and  edged  East  Orange,  43-41  in  a  sudden- 
death  overtime  contest  in  reguhir  season  play. 
The  Bengals  pulled  another  two-point  decision 
over  Panthers  in  the  county  tournament,  61-59 
and  trounced  the  East  Grangers,  54-41,  in  the 
state  tourney. 

Seven  returning  lettermen  and  three  new¬ 
comers  comprised  the  1956-57  Bengal  cage 
squad  which  was  noted  for  its  well-balanced 
qualities.  The  starting  lineup  consisted  of  seniors 
Stan  Kaminski,  Bill  McCormick  and  Captain 
Chuck  Quinn  and  juniors  Mai  Abernathy  and 
Fred  Celluro.  Celluro  and  Quinn  were  the 
squad’s  playmakers  and  drew  attention  with 
their  speed  and  agility.  Kaminski,  McCormick 
and  Abernathy  were  the  big  men  under  the 
boards,  excelling  in  rebounding  and  scoring. 
Kaminski  led  the  squad  in  scoring  with  365 
points  in  26  games. 

Coach  Celia  possessed  an  extremely  capable 
bench,  consisting  of  seniors  Al  Glatz,  Tom 
Clancy,  and  Kiel  Cavanaugh,  juniors  Steve 
Brennan,  Don  Kirk,  Tony  Pascal,  and  soph 
Barry  Elson.  Participating  in  almost  every 
game,  the  reserves  racked  up  213  points  among 
themselves.
